The Presi- 
dent decided in favor of taking 
Luzon and occupying the Philip- 
pines. Not only did this decision 
cause unnecessary loss of Amer- 
ican lives, but stubborn Japanese 
resistance to American reoccu- 
pation of Luzon resulted in enor- 
mous destruction of property 
and lives of Philippine civil- 
jans. 

‘The United States paid an ex- 
cessive price to Russia primarily 
because Roosevelt accepted the 
advice of MacArthur and Mar- 
shall in preference to that of 
King and Nimitz.

He won 23 games, struck out 243 Sally Leaguers and allowed an 
average of only 2.41 runs per game. This was his excuse for 
bypassing both Atlanta and Toledo and landing in the home office 
this spring. 


—Not One for Making History 


The mystery°of Humberto’s spring with the Crackers will 
always remain such. And yet it may not. He has never had a 
losing season since he came over from Panama in 1950. He 
averaged almost 15 victories for two seasons in the Provincial 
League. He won 17 at Evansville immediately before his arrival 
in a Cracker suit. 

For one short spring, it seemed, he was just a miserable 
pitcher. That’s the way it seemed. It always seemed to others, 
though, that Robinson may have had no particular desire to 
become the first Negro in the Southern Association, or even one 
of the first two. 

Much was being made at the time of Nat Peeples’ 
prospects of crashing the barrier. The more said and the more 
written, the worse Humberto’s pitching performances. Some 
people have strong desires for establishing frontiers, and some 
don’t. Humberto, it seemed, may have been particularly un- 
inspired by his opportunity to make history. 

Henry Aaron and Horace Garner had already firmly estab- 
lished the Negro in Jacksonville. The Sally League was a frontier 
ro longer. This may have appealed to Robinson, who appeared 
careless and unconcerned in his Cracker performances. 

The story of how Robinson reached the Braves’ chain causes 
you to believe further in his demand for desirable working 
conditions. George McQuinn came across the thin Panamanian 
while he pitched for Three Rivers, Quebec, and while McQuinn 
managed Quebec in the same league. 


—He Was McQuinn’s Buy for $1,000 


‘‘Robinson wasn’t getting along with his manager,’’ McQuinn 
said. ‘‘He’d been complaining of a sore arm for about a month. 
I found out we could get him, so I recommended we buy him 
right away. I knew he could pitch. He cost us $1,000. He came to 
Quebec and started winning right away.’’ 

Robinson is particularly durable for one so skeletal. After 
his busy season at Jacksonville, he pitched all winter in 
Panama. 

‘‘Maybe he had an edge on the other guys,’’ Grimm said, 
‘but it’s past time they should have caught up with him. He’s got 
a fast ball that sinks and he throws 
plodes. His sinker is a great pitch. And he’s got control. 

‘‘He locks like he ought to make a fine relief pitcher. We've 
got Dave Jolly and Ernie Johnson, and they were great for us 
Jast year. Robinson’s sinker ought to make him a natural for 
relief. I just like the way the guy works out there. He’s always 
composed. He works smooth. He knows how to pitch, and I can't 
say too much for his control. You don’t usually see all that and 
control, too, in a 24-year-old pitcher. 

‘I’m going to pitch him against Brooklyn in Jacksonville 
Tuesday. He’s already got three shutout innings against the 
Dodgers. I'll just keep going with him as long as he keeps 
pitching this way.’’
